To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Committee  on  Hygiene  and  Statistics. 

Gentlemen, 

In  calculating  our  annual  mortality  we  have,  for  reasons 
I  explained  in  last  year's  report,  eliminated  the  deaths  of 
illegitimate  and  prematurely  born  children,  and  we  find  that 
the  death  rate  has  been  19.28  per  1000  of  the  population,  or 
1.32  less  than  for  the  year  1905. 
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The  mortality  of  Montreal  is  0.03  lower  per  1000  than  in  Prague.

If  we  include  the  deaths  of  illegitimate  children  and  those 
born  prematurely,  the  death  rate  would  be  22.93  per  1000  of 
the  population. 

Mortality  from  certain  diseases. 

Diarrhoea  and  cholera  infantum:  These  diseases  caused 
the  deaths  of  1773  or  214  more  than  in  1905,  an  increase  attri- 
butable perhaps  to  the  annexation  of  new  municipalities. 

Phthisis:  The  deaths  from  this  disease  in  1905  formed 
7.94  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths,  and  this  year  7.84,  being  a 
slight  diminution. 

Typhoid  fever:  There  were  130  deaths  from  this  disease, 
or  75  more  than  last  year. 


Measles:  69  deaths  were  caused  by  this  disease  or  13 
Itss  than  in  1905.

Scarlatina:  3  deaths  this  year  being  8  less  than  last  year. 
Small-pox:  No  deaths. 

Among  children  tinder  5  years  of  age  the  mortality  was 
55.35  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths,  or  0.96  per  cent  less  than 
during  the  year  1905  although  there  were  214  more  deaths 
from  diarrhoea  and  cholera  infantum  among  them  than 
during  that  year. 

Births. 

The  mean  annual  birthrate  for  the  last  20  years  was  38.34 
per  1000  of  the  population. 

The  total  birthrate  for  1906  was  37.35  per  1000  or  1.54 
per  1000  more  than  last  year,  an  increase  due  no  doubt  to  the 
annexation  of  St.  Henry,  Ste.  Cunégonde,  Villeray  and  Rose- 
mount  the  population  of  which  municipalities  is,  in  greater 
part,  composed  of  French  Canadians. 

The  proportion  of  births  among  the  French  Canadians  in 
1906  was  47.66  per  1000;  among  other  catholics,  21.63  per 
1000  and  among  protestants  21.20  per  1000.

Among  the  French  Canadians,  the  rate  was  10.83  Per 
1000,  an  increase  of  0.84  per  1000  over  1905.  Among  other 
catholics  the  rate  was  7.81  per  1000  a  decrease  of  0.5  as  com- 
pared with  1905. 

Among  protestants,  the  rate  was  12.99,  an  increase  over 
that  of  1905  of  0.73  per  1000.

The  warmest  day  was  Aug.  19th,  when  the  mean  temperature  was  81.0"  above 
zero.  The  coldest  day  was  Dec.  8th,  when  the  mean  temperature  was  I07.0  below  zero.  The  minimum  relative  humidity  observed  was  31  on  April  24th  and  Nov.  6th.  The 
greatest  mileage  of  wind  recorded  in  one  hour  was  42  on  Jan.  23rd,  and  the  greatest  velocity  in  gusts  was  at  the  rate  of  60  miles  per  hour  on  Jan.  23rd,  and  Dec.  1st.
